Novelty 



(1) The present application does not meet the 

requirements of PCT Article 33(1) because the 
subject matter of claims 1, 3, 6-9, 11 and 13-16 
is not novel within the meaning of PCT Article 
33 (2) . 

D6 discloses (see D6, pages 20-27, tables 2.6 and 
2.10) : 



a process for producing a protective layer, 
characterized in that: 

a) a coating material (base layer, see D6, table 
2.6) is provided, wherein the coating material is 
a silicate mixed with particles, 

b) a layer of the coating material is applied to a 
component to be protected, 

c) a second coating material (cover layer, see D6,
